Here there are 40 
baptisms each month, which 
means teast 200 adults 
emering the church monthly. 
most of them for the first time. 
A good field for pastoral work, 
dhought the vicar, and so did 
thts curates, “Alas, not one comes 
back—until the next baby ar- 
tives,” the vicar told me sadly. 

Sunday schools are thriving, 
but there is dittle doubt 
that the desire of parents for a 
bi of peace |e a more than 
likely explanation of the large 
gatherings, 

There is a perhaps surprising 
development I have come acros3 
more than once—the increasing

number of older people seeking 
comirmation, 

In a provincial town I came 
across o confirmation class con- 
sisting of housewives and black- 
coated workers whose aoges 
averaged something over 40. 

To sum up—the trend Is but 
a trickle, certainly not a surge, 
but it is in the right direction 
and it Is gently fanning ultra- 
cuulious optimism, 

Now let us look at some other 
denominations. One claim by 
the Catholics must voke 
some Anglican  cerebration. It 
is that their membership has in- 
creased by one-third sinee the 
war, 

The Roman Cotholic poplla- 
tlon in the United Kingdom is 
now placed at 4,388,531. Largely 
the Inercase jy a natural one, | 
wos told at Westminster Cathe- 
dral, The average Catholic 
family is three to four children 
and it is Likely to remain high 
en account of the Church’s im- 
placable opposition to birth con- 
trol, 


Other factors 


THER factors are the in- 
creased Irish and Polish 
populations in Britain, 

Methodists have nothing very 
sensational to report. Their num- 
bers remain almost pre- 
cisely what they were in 1949 
—that Is to say, 744,000 which 
3 slightly but not significantly 
lower than the 1939 figure. 

The Jewish population in Bri- 
tain is smaller than many 
people fmagine — 450,000, of 
whom 280,000 ore in Greater 
Lendon, Children attend State 
schools, but go to their syna- 
gogues out of school hours, per- 
haps three times a week, for 
religious instruction. As a re- 
sult many take Hebrew as a 
General Certificate of Education 
subject, 

I had heard of a certain fall- 
ing off in attendances among 
the adult members, but here 
again I was assured that the 
synagogues are ay full os ever. 

For what figures are worth, 
the Church of Scotland (Pres- 
byterian) Is said to be 1,250,000 
strong. the Baptists claim 
335,000, the Congregatlonalists 
227.000, the Presbyterian (Cal- 
vinistic Methodist) Church in 
Wales 211,000, and the Society of 
Friends (Qualcers) 20,000,

RUSSIAN. REDS 
FIGHT URGE FOR ~ 
OTHER PARTIES

GLANCE at the 
Soviet press shows that 
the Soviet Communist 

Party is now busy defend- 
ing {ts political monopoly 
against those who have 
challenged it. It is, in fact, 
very much on the defensive. 


Pravda, the newspaner which 
sets the tone, ume and again 
finds iteclf compelled to make 
the point that for fundamental 
idcological are sociological 
repsons only one party could 
exist in Soviet Russiv,  Thix 
statement was elaborated 
at sume length in a Pravda 
editorial! of July 6, 1956. 


The oditorial stressed in the 
most categoriccl terms that a 
multa-party system is out of the 
question In Soviet Russia and 
asserted that ron-Communist 
partles would oulomatically 
become instruments of forelgm 
capitalists, 


However, {1 does not scem 
that this argument has silenced 
the supporters of a multi-party 
democracy . On August 5, 
Pravda had to return onct 
again to the same subject. 
But this latevt article only re- 
pests the well-known official 
Soviet d that there fs no 
social bai tn Russian for the 
existence of other parties than 
the Communists. 


Differences 


The official Soviet thesis that 
several parties can co-exist only 
in a bourgeols society is un- 
‘sound and has obviously uot 
satisfied people in Soviet Russia 
itself, It !s not the social struc- 
ture of Soviet society which 


prevents the emergence of other - 


partics in tho Sovict Union, 
but the legal and administrative 
meosures ulmed at protec 
the Communist Party  aogaine? 
compctition. 


The s‘ructural and ideo- 
Jogical differences within Sovict

in the deep winter months, 


With Soccer fighting so hard to recapture its missing millions it seemed the 
Football League had gone a long way to offsetting the menace of the early kick-off 
when they decided that this season League matches could be played under flood- 


lighting. 


Many clubs wil probably 
luke advantage of this new
